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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Supplemental amendments filed on October 1 7, 2005. 
A supplemental amendment was filed April 08, 2003 in which claims 7, 17, and 21 have 
been amended, and claims 25-72 have been added, a Supplemental amendments filed 
on February 04, 2005 in which claims 25, 36, 47, 52, and 57 have been amended, and 
another supplemental filed January 23, 2006 in which claims 17, 21 , 25, 36, 47, 52, and 
57 have been amended. All amendments have been considered and entered in the 
application file. Claims 1-72 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 
view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 1-13, 41, 14-16, 42, 17-20, 
43, 21-24, 44, 25-35, 37-40, 45, 36, 46, 47-72, renumbered as 1-72 respectively, are 
found to be in condition of allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
arts teach transmitting a taken picture to a large storage medium at another place 
through the use of a telephone line. 

As per claims 1-24, and 41-44 on the other hand, the Applicant teaches, inter 
alia, a portable image transfer system including a return link for receiving commands 
from the receiving station to the CPU. This limitation, in conjunction with all limitations of 
the independent and dependent claims, has not been disclosed, taught, or made 
obvious over the prior art of record. 
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As per claims 25-72, the Applicant teaches a link for receiving commands from 
the receiving station, wherein the output data is transmitted to the receiving station 
when the receiving station transmit a first command to the portable image transfer or the 
cellular telephone. This limitation, in conjunction with all limitations of the independent 
and dependent claims, has not been disclosed, taught, or made obvious over the prior 
art of record.
